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When Miguel Macias Hurtado and Alfredo Cebsllos Carrion, member of the 
Gnayaquil Ihmicipal Council and of the Concentracion de Fuerzas Populares 
{GEP), and HMamiel Arenas Cosllo, also a councilman, intimated to the other 
members of the Council that the employment of all Communists within the 
municipal government would be canceled, the Marxist group in the Coumeil 
jmmodiately initiated general assemblies of mmicipal government employees 
to request the government to guarantee their positions.
